A petition from school teachers 
of the Gettysburg joint school sys­ 
tem asking for a $151 "cost of living” 
bonus will 
be 
placed 
before the 
joint school 
board 
at 
its March 
meeting this evening at the G ettys­ 
burg high school building, it was 
learned today. 
With about 65 teachers in the 
system, the coit of the proposed 
bonus would be about $9,750 
The petition, which was circulated 
by a com m ittee of the local branch 
of the Pennsylvania State Education 
Association, now is in the hands of 
Dr 
L 
C 
Keefauver, Gettysburg 
Miperintendent of schools. Dr K ee­ 
fauver said he will turn the petition 
over to Joint board officers or the 
teacher com m ittee for pre ciliation 
this evening. 
Charles L. Geritzier, sixth grade 
teacher at the Meade school build­ 
ing here and president of the G et­ 
tysburg branch of the PSEA, said at 
noon today that "as far as I know- 
all the teachers have signed ” 
Many Already Granted 
He pointed out that many PSEA 
branches throughout the state are 
asking for sim ilar "coit of living” 
grants and said that m any already 
have been granted. Chambersburg 
and Shippensburg teachers recent­ 
ly were voted bonuses, Mr Gen taler 
said, and added "I understand that 
at least one other jointure in Adams 
county is considering a bonus for 
its teachers.” 
The teachers this year received a 
$200 salary hike under provisions of 
of state law which ordered a "salary 
increment” in that amount Another 
pay increase is in prospect for next

Amish Children Must Attend 
School Until 16th Birthday 


Harrisburg, March 12 (A1 
Tile 
State Superior court today upheld 
a Lancaster county decision that 
two Amish children must attend 
school until they pre 16 years of 
age. 
The court said in a decision writ­ 
ten by Judge Claude T. Reno "the 
state is free to compel attendance 
of children at school." 
The decision 
involved 
cases of 
Samuel and Levi Belier, members of 
the Amish sect. who refused to send 
their children to school after they 
completed the eighth grade at 14 
years. 
The Amish Bishops Council had 
ruled that "children who have com­ 
pleted 
eighth 
grade, 
elementary 
education, should be kept at home 
under the watchful guidance of their 
parents.” 
The court’s opinion said: 
"Religious liberty includes absolute 
right to believe, but only a limited 
right to act.” 
The Amish sect, the opinion said, 


“are plain, quiet, pious, industrious 
and thrifty 
Their contribution to 
the 
Com m onwealths 
welfare 
is 
gratefully recognized. 
"However, in the order winch the 
Bishop’s Council has written, it is 
the opinion of the court that the 
Commonwealth 
may 
restrict 
the 
rights of parents by requiring at­ 
tendance of children at school until 
they are 16. 
"The big question in this case is 
whether the state can supersede the 
loving devotion which parents, and 
parents alone, can give. It is the 
opinion of the court that where 
property rights of members of a 
church are not involved, the court 
will not Investigate or determine its 
faith or doctrine.” 
The opinion cited previous reli­ 
gious cases where matters of belief 
were found to be contrary to the 
“law of the land.” Such cases in­ 
volved 
polygamous marriage 
and 
conscientious objectors,

Sportsmen Oppose

Harrisburg, March 12 bP)—Penn­ 
sylvania sportsmen are up In arms 
over a House bill which w’ould re­ 
quire registration of all firearms iii 
the commonwealth. 
Rep. Edward Duffy, Jr., (D-Phila), 
sponsor of the bib. said he has re­ 
ceived dozens of protests ag ain st 
the measure from ail parts of the 
state. 
The bill would require all parsons 
owning firearms to register them 
with their local police departments. 
The police, in turn, would be re­ 
quired to take ballistics tests of tile 
guns, and ascertain that the ap- j 
plicant had a knowledge of fish and j 
game laws and safe handling of 
firearms, before granting a regis­ 
tration permit. 
Duffy said his bill is aimed at

Some flowers and vegetables are 
slow starters. The harvest will be 
both earlier and longer, if the seeds 
are sown under protection some 
weeks before it would be possible 
to sow’ directly in the garden. 
Examples 
are 
petunias, 
asters 
and snapdragons among the flow­ 
ers, and tomatoes, peppers and egg 
plants among vegetables. Some gar­ 
deners prefer to give many other 
varieties an early start, but in the 
six cases cited the benefits are per­ 
haps greatest over most of the 
country. 
Cauliflower, which must mature 
before hot weather, is also started 
in this way, and sometimes early 
] cabbage, broccoli, and kohlrabi. 
For most other vegetables, little 
is gained by setting out plants, ex­ 
cept in cases where it might be dif­ 
ficult to germinate seed. This may 
be true in localities of mild climate 
and low rainfall, and in all sections 
during hot weather. A better way, 
however, is to learn the simple 
methods by which seeds can be 
started even in difficult weather. If 
plants are used, start them yourself 
in an outdoor flat, filled with good 
potting soil, well watered and shaded 
from the hot sun. it is easy to do 
this, and quite inexpensive.
